Topics: Revolutionary War finances 

October presentation 

Christopher R. McDowell, 
the editor of The Colonial 
Newsletter and author of 
Abel Buell and the History 
of the Connecticut and Fugio 
Coinages, will discuss how 
the Revolutionary War was 
paid for. The talk will focus 
on the fiscal paper, notes, and 
bills used to pay Washing¬ 
ton’s Army and buy every¬ 
thing from guns to ships. 

Revolutionary War debt greatly influenced the early 
days of this nation - among other things, it led to the 
founding of political parties and the current location of 
our nation’s capital. 

Many of us are aware of Continental Currency, but 
how was the war financed after the value of these notes 
collapsed in early 1781? Chris will dispel some of the 
heroic myths of this nation’s founding and explain and 
show examples of the financial instruments that were 
used to keep the Continental Army in the field and win 
the War for Independence.

It was the middle of 
winter, and traveling 
to Columbus is not the 
easiest thing from here, 
so we agreed that I’ll 
try my best to either take a trip when the weather gets 
warmer, or when work takes me there. Unexpectedly, I 
got a work assignment in Columbus, so I called Gerry 
if they were available that week. This is how I got to 
present at the CON A Coin Club. When I got the origi¬ 
nal invitation, I had no idea that one of the best clubs 
was asking me to speak at their meeting. ... 

I also received an invitation to join some of the club 
members at their traditional before meeting dinner. I 
particularly enjoyed that people have such a wide va¬ 
riety of knowledge about different types of coins. The 
club is 110 years old, amongst other things they have 
educational presentations. A couple of the members 
are also writing at Coin World. 

My presentation was about enjoying coins by touch, 
a modified version of what I presented in Chicago. In 
general, I don’t like to present the same thing, espe¬ 
cially when I have a chance to meet the participants 
of my presentation, because based on the conversa¬ 
tion I can get a better sense of what it is they would be 
interested in. 

I don’t want to get into the details of my presenta¬ 
tion, people who read this blog have a general idea of 
what I have to say about collecting by touch, however, 
I did bring a few coins to show, including the 2017 
Hungarian Irinyi commemorative, as well as a 1510 . 

I got to touch two very interesting things at the show 
and tell. One was a small gold nougat, and a fake 
Morgan Dollar. I have touched interesting gold pieces, 
but never an original nougat. The fake coin was inter¬ 
esting too, it wasn’t even silver, and the plating was 









coming off of it. Fortunately there was a real Morgan 
floating around, so it was interesting to hold them side 
by side. Dropping both on the table it was obvious 
which was the fake one, but just by holding them not 
necessarily. One felt newer and more beaten as well, 
which was the fake. 

Tom, who intends to become a member thinks he’ll be 
able to join us in November.

By all accounts, the 2017 Ohio State Coin Show was 
a huge success! The show was, once again, sold out. I 
think that the Silent Auction, Book Sale, Exhibits, and 
wooden nickels added positively to the show experi¬ 
ence. The Youth Treasure Hunt appeared to contribute 
to a lot of smiling faces running around the bourse 
floor on Saturday. 

I would like to give a huge THANK YOU to the 
more than 50 CONA Club members who came to help. 
Your efforts were greatly appreciated, not only by me 
and the rest of the Bourse Team, but by the dealers and 
attendees. 

I wish I could share with you the compliments that I 
heard. I hope you heard some as well. One favorite of 
mine was from a “second-year” dealer who suggested 
that we set up a large tip jar at the Registration desk 
for the Green Hats to thank them for the help that they 
give the dealers. He suggested that the money could 
be used for a charitable donation from the club. Per¬ 
haps we can discuss that idea before next year’s show. 

Public attendance at the show was very good. We 
had 223 attendees on Friday, 177 on Saturday with 
an additional 22 returnees, and 56 on Sunday with 15 
more returnees. In addition to the public count, we 
had 10 Early Birds, many of whom attended multiple 
days. 

I hope to have a preliminary flnancial report pre¬ 
pared for the October CONA Club meeting. At the 
suggestion of some of the dealers, I had contracts for 
the 2018 OSCS ready at this year’s show, and we al¬ 
ready have more than 20 dealers signed up, most with 
a financial deposit, and some paid in full. 

We are off to a good start, mostly due to everyone’s 
wonderful efforts this year.
